She was always very kind to the servants. Ihe 
greatest excitemeot prevailed ia the county.

AFFAIRS IN WASHINGTON.

The Kans^as (|ue'tion, after being intensely agita- 
ted,. is su&red to duae awhile, aa if to reeiatt aew 
streagth by the time it dull bs laprodaeod fcr dis- 
cussion. 

The Senate Committee on Territories will report 
on the suliject next week; and the majority will give 

their reasotis, in writing', why K.in«ius should be ad- 
mitted under the Lecom;itou cnsiitution. The mi- 
nority, tco, are preparing a report, to thow that this 
prem'ediuted act should not be consummated. That 
Committee stands five to four in favor of the tirat 
mentioned proposition. As before intimated, the 
Kinsasbill will ilide through the Senate wiihout 
seriuus ditficulty. The great object no* is to 
smoothe the way for its passage through the House. 

The Southern men show signs of restlessness re- 
garding the proposed comfMomise that the Legisla- 
ture of Kansas shall n'>w be given to the Free State 
men, together with the State officers, and that Ccn- 
{^ress shall expressly declire in favor of the Lccoin^^- 
ton -t onstitution's being al:ercd or amended so as to 
accord with the existing political sentiment of the 
people of that Territory. Htraia *<ths hiteh;" but 
to make "all things right," a Democratic caucus is 
called for to-morrow night. The door is to be open 
to all Democrats of whatever stripe. That some of 
the "'recusants" will crawl back, is contidently ex- 
pected by the Lecompton wing of the party. 

I repeat that the Lecompton movement will be 
consummated. The Administration has not only 
resolved to make that the test of Democratic sound- 
nes?. but is acting in pursuance of that part of the 
programme. All who refuse or waivef tn marching 
up to the i>olicv are made to understand that the 
fate of renegades awaits them! This idea, or de- 
claration, is unmistakably put forth in the official 
organ of to-day, namely: "If there should be seen 
a single Democrat to waiver, suspicion of infidelity 
to the party must necessarily arise. The biUtle wiU 
be fierce, but it will not be lost. The Democratic 
Mo^ mast be preserved!" And, in speaUagof tlie 
Prendent, it says: "Sworn to support the Constitu- 
tion and to J reserve 'he I.iw«. b- :i 1 nits no cone'ti- 
sions not clearly and un<iuestioi:-i;i|y lei;al; anil to 
follow him, therefore, at this crisis, is only to fol- 
low in the pathway of the law and the Constitu- 
tion," 

The propriety of 'sending out an army to Utah is 
seriously quektioned by even friends if the -Admin- 
istration (but this is not made a party test)! It will 
be recollected that the expedition is to act as a posse 
comttatus in that Territory, to enforce judicial pro- 
cess, after the civil power nad been exhausted. The 
iastractioaaof Govemor Camming are to this effect. 
But the army now is one of measfon; and, although 
at present nece.«8arily acting on the defensive, only 
awaits a proper opportunity to be aggressive. There 
the army is, shut up in the snows of the mountains, 
three months' dMance from reinforcements and sop- 
plies. Its condition is here regarded as in the high- 
est degree critical; and if Congress shall not soon 
act irr the matter, and make appropriations for 
nearly seven mliUons of dollars of deficiency in the 
Quartermaater's Department, there will be no alter- 
native but to withdraw the troops. Such a retro- 
grade movemeat wonld meet with th^ apwobation 
.if at least ooe-halT of the aismbsia of Coqpass. 
The employment of volunteers, with suitable indnce- 
ments for the "foray" against the Latter-Day 
Saints more popular than the movement of the 
reLcular .irmy. But the Administration does not 
want tu make indiscriminate war on that peonle. If 
it can capture the leaden, it thinks the grana body 
of Mormons could ba readaiad tnctaUe. We 
should therefore give tha AJmWskalitel da* SMdk 
for its humanity. • 

Look at this Mormon difficulty as we may, it is 
"ugly" — unwieldy — hard to manage. What is to 
be the result, none of the wiseacres pretend lo pre- 
dict. 

The resoIutioB reported flrom the Senate's Com- 
mittee on Foreii^n Relations yesterday requests the 
President of the L'uited States to cause Vic-j Admi- 
ral Mehmed I'asha, of the Turkish navy (who is 
coming hither to have a ship-of-war built), to be 
received on his arrival in the United Stetes in a 
manner suitable to his rtniCj and that every facility 
conducive to the Object of bw miasien, iu every part 
of the United States lie may de^ to visit, be ex- 
tended to him and bis suite.

TOeir rules fori^i l any 1 
member eating tish that were captured- in aiy 
I other way th;ui by the hook. (This mle, however, - 
' they fouLd iiieai:s ;o evade.) If a vk^tioo of the 
rule was charged upo.-i a member, the accused 
would call lip a l>rotber as a witness, wlio would 
testify that the in'cisat'on waa falsa, and all other 
evidence to the contrary was nugatoiy. A candi- 
date for admission bad to ondaiga a waaiyiag and 
patiencertnrmg ordaaL 
E. J. Winter was the foaader af the VacUeto- 
i nianfi. lie vas verv intimate and on the most 
friendly footing w itii I ilford and Wilkins. Winter, 
a man witty, and ^f a humorous and sarcastic turn, 
was everlastingly i idicnling the two grand officers 
and the Society' of TonileMiiaaa. lie would tell 
themthathebalouedtoaaociety monhoo4rib]o and 
aadaot thaa thajr*! hi waa a Mnckletonian. ' 'And 
who are the Moddetonians?" was the inquiry. The 
answer was, '"Mvself and my two pointer dog.'«." 
The friends good-humoredly coatinually wrangled 
alout the ret-pectability of the societiea. Disinter- 
ested persoof Deeame iatoraated bv their wmMt ool- 
loqoiea, and nitmbers were proselyted to Winter's 
party, which soon became formidable. The strife 
now grew warm as to which shooM excel. The 
Tonilethians fent diplonuu to diatingaiahed anglers, 
written on paper, the aeal unienialiBt fch honks, 
two for the president, and one for the viea praaideot. 
The Muckletonians sent out their letters patent, 
written on parchment, to persons dexterous in the 
arts of bunting and tisbiug, with authority and pri- 
vileges as set forth in the synopsis of the document 
published in the Gazette. 

The Mnckletooiaaa claimed for their Society great 
ootiquity, commencing at the time when the lirst 
man. Adam, was driven from the Garden cf Eden. 
All great men they claimed as Muckletonians, with- 
oot regard to country, religion, or politica. Most of 
the members were ycuag men, wim wen fond of 
field aporto. hondag, iaBi^— i fiaM^aMhad 
no partienlar object In i^v, aava to iStabtar to 
their health and pleasure. But there grew out of 
these .^icieties social relations, which were warmed 
into frieudship.s that were never estFaaged. Tlie 
game and ti»h were served ap ia pdMl|f a^k, 
generally a: the hotels, wh«e liNn won g^eat re- 
onions and merry-makings. 

A diploma was sent to John T. Gray, Esq , of 
Louisville, like the one sent to Martin Smith, with 
the aiidition of a Maley s uinbrella, wiih authority 
to pre«is any Toniletbi;iii iiilo service, to ho'.d the 
umbrella over the head of our worthy acd well be- 
loved brother, John T. Giry, wfaea aagliag. Ti e 
diploma was put into a tin Iwx, and the top soldered 
on. It was then enveloped in some fifty sheets of 
piper, with a t.ipe l iiuling to every envelojte, >vitb 
occasional suitable mottoes mscribed. The Ciie and 
umbrella were thea pot iato a wooden case, and for- 
warded, with injnnctions not to open tiie package, 
! unless it be in the presence cf ten good and true 
Muckletonians. Mr. (iray invited the ten to take 
I supper, when the case was opened. It was stripped 
i of envelop after envelop until patience was no longer 
a virtue. At length the tin box came to light, on 
which was written, "Perseverance is a Conqueror." 
The victory was now thought to be woo, but lo! the 
top was found to be soldered on. "D — ^n it, let's 
take a drink, and send for a tinner!" The tinner 
was sent for, the ten Mucks refusing to have supper 
until the pestiferous caae was opened and its con- 
tenta kaewB. Mr. Gmjr had Us dipkwu framed, 
and it is donbtleas stiU u existence. The penman- 
ship of these diplomas was so ex<iuisitely executed, 
with the great seal pendant on rililjon interwoven in 
the margin, together with the seals and signatures 
of the grand officers, that they were objects of ad- 
miration, ornament, and curio-ity. 

In Louisville, the order ajiread like fire iu the 
prairies. The materials were there, well suited to 
Its object — a noble, social population, with tish and 
wild game in abundance in the vicinity. Bergoos 
and iMirbecues were the order of the day, to which 
the Lexington memliers were ihvited, and in return 
the LooisTule members were invited to feast in Lex- 
ington. Being at Louisville, says Mr. Smith, in 
1820, in honor of the Deputy Grand Chief of all the 
Muckletonians, a fishing party was gotten up, to 
come otf at Tarescond's IsUnd, situated on the falls, 
at the foot of the Kentucky shoal. It was the best 
fishing place then, with the seine, on the Ohio river. 
The island belonged to Tarescond, a Frenchman. 
He had lawfully piohibited fishing upon his premi- 
ses, but the Muckletonians were determined to go 
there and abi le the consequences. 

Before they had made two haolawith the seine, 
Tarescond made bis appearance and ordered them 
off. John T. Gray, drawing oat his diploma, said, 
"lyook, Mr. Tarescond, here is the charter saoc- 
\ tioued by all the great men of Europe, -\sia, Africa, 
and America. Bonaparte being the greatest of all 
great men, tias given to the Society of Muckleto- 
nians, of which we are a part, granting the privilege 
of fishing arid hunting whenever ana wherever we 
please." lie then read the diploma to the French- 
niin, who seemed to be struck dumb with amaze- 
ment, lie shrugged his shoulders until they well 
nigh o^er-topped his head, and said, "It is all ver 
well — it may be so; you are ver welcomb, Mr. Gray, 
to fish here when you want, bat the vagabone fish- 
ermen, by gar, almll not not aeine in de vater."

On one occasion, 
while engaged in seioe-hauiing in James river, to 
make sure of a large sturgeon be mounted his back 
and thrust his hands in his gills, which closed on 
them as tight as if confined in a vice. The sturgeon 
got out of the seine and carried his captor over tite 
Sdls. For this feat he received the commission of 
Grand Sturgeon Rider.

We pablis'-edyeslerdav the fact that Walter S. Car- 
ter, of MiddletowB, had acknowledged that the bills 
of the Bank of Hartford County, supposed to have 
been liurnt, were abstracted from the treasury otltce 
and put ii! circuLiti'jn by him. Since then we have 
had an interview with Mr. Carter, and from htm 
learned all the facts connected with the matter. It 
is the old story of speculating in stocks, which has 
led so many to ruin. He tells us that when he en- 
tered the treasury office he was barely twenty years 
of age, and of course without the fi.xed habits or 
principles of persons more advanced in life. His 
associations brought him in contact with men who 
were consuntly dealing in stocks, and a knowledge 
of their gains 'induced him to invest his sarinj^, 
then amounting to somethinG: over a thousand dol- 
lars, in a similar manner. His first operations were 
SOCCeKful — his money soon doubled, and in a short 
time again doubl^ and his success seduced liim 
into BMfe exteosiTa operations. What he ooaeeir- 
ed to be a favorable o])euing for aa iaveataNat of 
about ^00 occurred one day w hea he had aot the 
money, anil he u~ed the tuii<ls hdOMgiag !• the 
Stati. — 'his was hij lirst oilente. 

In this wav, from time to time he was led oa aatil 
he had used'from ^,000 to $10,000 of the funds of 
the State, balancing his account by his own memo- 
randum check, which, of course, he expected to 
make good. He excused himself f) his own con- 
science by saying: "The banks pav no interest on 
this moiiey," and if I only put bjick what 1 have 
taken there will be no harm done — I may as well 
have the use of the moaey ae the hanks." 

Things went on in this way until the first Monday 
of April, 18')4. With it came the State election and 
the success of men w hom he knew would displace 
him from the position he then held, and an exposure 
was sure to mlow unless the funds were replaced. 
Stocks had gone out of sieht, and he had lost all he 
had taker— and then for the first tinie be began to 
appreciate the fact that he had committed a crime. 
What to do he did not know. Once he went to New 
York to take a steamer for Europe, but the steamer 
sailed, he was not on board, and he again returned 
to Hartford. The rest is already known to the pub- 
lic. It was to make his account good, where dis- 
covery Would soon be made if things wore left as 
thev were, ih;tt the bills of the !):ink were abstracted 
an(f used. 

The amount of bills thus taken is not accurately 
known. It U aomewbere from $8,000 to $10,000. 
Mr. Carter tells us that some months since he 
formed a resolution to disclose the whole matter, as 
a relief to his own conscience, as well as to relieve 
other parties from suspicion which might attach to 
timn. One thing and another has prevented him 
from doing so, but when he received the summons 
to appear Ijefore the grand jurors, he resolved to 
make a "clean breast of it," and he hM deae so TM- 
untorilv. No other person is implicated in the 
least — ^he takes the whole matter upon himself 

So far as is in his power, Mr. Carter has made res- 
titntioa to the bank, having assigned to tht m all his 
aaaeta of aay character whatever. 

This is the stoiy; it was told ns with evident sin- 
cerity, and we have no doubt of its truth. It car- 
ries "with it its own comment, warning all to ab- 
stain from the first departure from the path of rec- 
titude.
